Hih habila of 
uiiud and person are only nch is philoro- 
pliy dtclareti he siiould poaaef* in his eir 
cumsiancos, and experience p-oves this to 
be true! 

.\ slave uuder Uiv infuiencei of the b<«i 
moral principles, but diveited by being a 

slave ul the mclive.s enjoyed hy t!ie freeman 
will, ill the general, never rise much above 
the standard we have named; but, if under 
tiM iuHueoce of bad uwtivea, he may fsll im 
measurably hetow it. In this lauir case, his 
!«iiis of omission are converted into sins of 
comnuaion. Aa aaliva maiire takes the 
plaee of thoaghttiM indifereoce; a lingte 
dark and lenitul pa.-aion — resentment against 
his aituatton oovelopea his mind, uud deeds 
af Wialaa BMlarolnnrn aad destrijctiveneas, 

secret or open, iiiaik the path in which he 
moves. The inaereiil delects in this species 
jf laltcir consiiuiic an enormous tax upon 
u employment, and the attentioc of South, 
ern eoonoariHiis gazing steadily at the fact.

beflore it had becone necessary to ituioduce 
to a giaat ealent the arH whoaa paoductions 
■re now so large a portkm of the national 
Wealth, commerce and consiimpuoii, shive 
abor oociipied a &eld aliosat exclusively 
toknif, aad aaitaaaar oaaM iatoeonpe- 
ti:ioTi with free lalwr, was 8eldotii or never 
compared with it. The increaat^ uf popu- 
(iiion, the high price of lands, debarring 
many from agricultural pursuits, lite employ- 
ment of the mechanic srts both in the south 
and north, the rapid midtinlication of labor- 
eia and the graater draqgUa which oar an- 
tioaal and siwial wants are con stan tly mak- 
g jjion the intellieence, invcnuon, skill, 
faithfulness and activity of tiie operative, 
h«N% in aHuy^aitfaai of theUnion, (breed 
a oonpetition li^tween fiee and .•ilave lalior, 
which isdisrluaing extensively to the public 
oiind an immenee supeiMtf, ia all re- 
qtecti^ over the latter. The enquiring mind 
has been led to investigate the real causes 
which have iiiipaited to ihe affa.is uf out 
non4laveholdi[igi>tatca a life and vi^aod 
profperity, aa renarfcable on the one hand,

Of all parts of the body, there n nut one 
Lhe clothing of which ought io be so care- 
fully attended to, as the feet. The most do- 
psndant part of tlie system, thi3 i<> the part 
in which the circulation of llie blood may be 
liie most readily checked; the part mast ex 
posed to cold and wet, or todbaet eontoct 
with good condurtiiig surfaces, it is the part 
of tlie system where such a check is mon 
likely to take plaee. Coldnemof the feet 
is a very common attendant on a diaorder ed 
state of the stomach; and yet disordered 
stomach is not more apt lo produce coldness 
of the fee^ than r iliiaite of the feel w apt 
toprodaeedfaoedBrortbestaaBBdi; andthw 
remark docs not apply only to cas«'s of in 
digetition, but to many other disorders to 
which man ia lisble. Yet do wc see the 
feet of the young and the delicate clad in 
thin-soled shoes, and as thin stocking?*, no 
matter whether it i.s summer or winter time; 
no i itaMer whether the weather is dry or 
damp, or whether the tamperatareaf dw at- 
mosphere is warm or cold. But this i.s iioi 
die whole of ilie evil. These same feet are 
fre.^ij«ntly, at different times of ihesaaiii ilnj. 
diffeiently covered a3 to the stoutness of the 
shoeti imd their soles, and very often like 
wise at to the tliickness uf the stockings. 1 
have often found, on investigating iato the 
origi 1 of easm oif dieeeee, that it bee been 
a coininoii practice to go out of doors in the 
forenoon, the leet beuig protected with 
Iwub's-wool stoekingib sm warm and 
ly-soled Ixwts; and to sit in the ftflernoon at 
home, only having the feet covered with 
silk lUockings and thin satin shoes. 1 have 
so often found this to be the eese. that it 
woold hardly siirprLse me were the practice 
found to be almost universal among the fe 
males of the middle aod upper tanks of so 
ciety. To ids nna—on. and aaOaisatly 
inconsiderate practice, I have traced many 
cases uf .xiicurabr.: disease. To this (done, 
may be ascribed many acaseof functional dis 
turbsnoe; this lays the foundation for many 
of those derangements by which the fiist 
inroad is made into the constitution, the first 
step laken in iindenniniiy the healtli; the 
first of tliat saecesriaa of ehaagee brough 
ai)ou , by which the young, and the lovely, 
and ihe heollliy, are converted into Uie 
wastisd victims of consumption, or become 
martyrs to other maladies as fatal, Uiough 
lem common. 1 am suflicient of a Goth to 
wish to see thin-soled slioes altogether di^ 
used as articlee of dress; and 1 woold have 
them replaced by shoes havfaw a modteate 

thickne.s.s of sole, with a thin layer of cork 
or felt plajed witiun tlie shoe, over the sol' 
or next to the foot. Cork is a very bed con- 
ductor of beat, and is therefore to lie prefer- 
red; if it is not to be hail, or i.s imt lik ' 
felt may be subHtituted for it. Tk. . x 
lighuiese of the cork, the remarkable ibin- 
nem to which it may be rat— its inefoInee» 
as a :ion conductor nut being essentially im 
pairoJ thereby — aod the inappieciable ef- 
fect it baa an dw appearance or the 
all seem to recommend its ust- for thit pur- 
poee in the strongest manner.
